therefrom to Louisburg, in Cape Breton, or such other port 
as may be found desirable, and also for the construction of a 
railway from Humbermouth, Bay of Islands, to South West 
Arm, Green Bay, with a branch therefrom to White Bay, 
with the intention of operating a Train-Ferry service from 
the said Bay of Islands to Gaspe, in the Province of Quebec, 
or to such otherport or ports as may seem Gesirable, and the 
said Government have agreed to request the Legislature to 
grant to the said Syndicate and their assigns certain powers, 
and to make to them and their assigns certain concessions 
for the purposes of the said Railways and the said Train- 
Ferries ;
